Ballard  Advocates  Faith, 

Self  Control  As  Greatest 

Qualities  Of  Character 


■Many  Turned  Away 
As  Crowds  Jam  Col- 
lege Hall  For  Wed- 
nesday Assembly. 

Pleading  for  a faith  in  one’s  self  and 
:God  and  a self  control  which  builds  a 
character  strong  enough  to  stand 
against  any  temptation,  Melvin  J.  Bal- 
lard of  the  council  of  Twelve  Apost- 
les gave  the  address  Wednesday  after- 
noon at  the  Leadership  general  as- 
sembly. 

"No  man  is  defeated  until  he  has 
lost  hi.s  faith  in  himself,”  Elder  Bal- 
lard said,  affirming  that  faith  is  the 
first  and  greatest  quality  in  the  de- 
velopment of  character.  He  placed 
self  control  next  to  faith. 

He  said  that'  if  civilization  is  to  en- 
dure, we  mu.st  have  self  control,  for 
the  nation  which  is  not  honest,  virtu- 
ous, nor  temperate,  will  not  long  en- 
<lurc. 

He  pointed  out  that  with  the  pre- 
sent depression  here  the  stage  is  set 
in  the  best  possible  manner  for  the 
development  of  character.  He  warn- 
ed that  as  long  as  there  are  human 
beings  on  the  earth  needing  character 
development  there  will  be  depressions 
and  calamities.  “For,"  he  said,  “God 
is  interested  in  more  enduring  men.” 
The  hall  was  filled  to  capacity  long 
before  the  time  for  the  program  to 
begin.  By  2 o’clock  both  College  hall 
and  Room  D were  filled  to  capacity 
and  many  were  turned  away.  This 
was  a fitting  tribute  to  Brother  Bal- 
lard, who  spoke  in  place  of  President 
Heber  J.  Grant  who  is  in  the  East, 
and  was  therefore  unable  to  attend.

Y-A.  G.  DEBATERS  MEET 
IN  NON-DECISION  TILT 


As  one  of  the  features  of  Leader- 
ship, last  night  in  College  hall  the 
Brigham  Young  university  affirmative 
debate  team  met  the  Utah  State  Agri- 
cultural college  negative  team  in  a 
noii-decisional  debate,  the  question 
being,  “Resolved:  That  the  powers  of 
the  President  of  the  United  States  be 
substantially  increased  as  a settled 
policy.”  Harold  Christensen  and 
Meredith  Wilson  represented  the  Y; 
Kenneth  Spencer  and  Grant  Calder 
were  the  debaters  from  the  U.  A.  C. 

The  affirniative  maintained  that,  due 
to  the  international  economic  rela- 
tionship existing  between  nations  and 
the  complexity  of  modern  society,  it 
is  imperative  that  the  president  possess 
powers  that  will  enable  him  to  act 
expeditiously  in  the  affairs  of  the  na- 
tion and  world. 

The  negative  rested  their  argument 
on  the  theory  that  further  increase  of 
presidential  powers  as  a settled  policy 
would  lead  to  practically  an  absolute 
dictatorship.  With  so  much  concen- 
trated power  in  the  hands  of  one  man, 
they  held,  this  would  eventually  re- 
sult in  tyrannical  rule  that  would  take 
away  the  American  heritage  of  de- 
mocracy. 

A piano  solo  by  Jack  Brown,  and  a 
vocal  solo  by  Ann  Parkinson  com- 
pleted the  evening’s  program.  Kenn 
Peterson,  forensic  manager,  acted  as 
chairman  of  the  debate.

DR.  LOWRY  NELSON 


NELSON  IMPRESSED 
WITH  IMPORTANCE 
OF  CHARACTER  CRISIS 


Leadership  Week  Chairman  Is 
Prominent  In  State, 

Civic  Affairs

Lowry  Nelson  gives  one  the  im- 
pression that  in  spite  of  any  annoy- 
ance his  dignified  calm  would  be  un- 
ruffled. His  personality  expresses  a 
humorous,  observant  friendliness  that 
is  courteous  and  winning. 

When  questioned  as  to  his  opinion 
of  B.  Y.  U.  as  an  institution  for  train- 
ing the  modern  youth,  he  stated  that 
he  believes  it  to  be  supremely  well 
fitted  for  this  purpose.  As  a church 
school  it  cannot  ignore  the  implica- 
tions cast  by  modern  thought  upon  re- 
ligion, but  must  face  them  squarely. 
It  must  sympathetically  and  intelli- 
gently prepare  its  students  to  face 
these  new  developments  and  to  make 
the  best  adjustments  to  life. 

From  Dr.  Nelson  came  the  nucleus 
of  the  theme  for  Leadership  week.  It 
was  suggested  to  him  by  an  article 
in  the  August  Harper’s  magazine  on 
“The  Crisis  in  Character,"  by  James 
Truslow  Adams.  This  article  gave  the 
opinion  that  the  crisis  in  character 
was  of  far  greater  seriousness  than 
the  economic  or  political  crisis.  Feel- 
ing that  this  was  a very  timely  theme, 
Dr.  Nelson  proposed  its  use,  and  it 
was  accepted  and  phrased  by  Presi- 
dent Harris. 

Lowry  Nelson  himself  typifies  one 
of  the  greatest  elements  of  character 
in  his  service  to  the  community.  He 
is  state  director  of  federal  research  on 
relief  in  October,  1933.  A ' booklet 
which  he  has  written,  “Social  and  Ec- 
onomic Features  of  American  Fork. 
Utah,”  was  recently  published.  He 
is  also  vice-president  of  the  Utah  Ac- 
ademy of  Sciences  and  president  of 
the  Timpanogos  council  of  Boy  Souts 
of  America.

Again  the  student  body  of  Youngs  university  greets  the  throng 
of  Leadership  visitors  in  their  efforts  to  bring  themselves  into  con- 
tact with  the, same  world  of  ideas  to  which  college  students  are 
exposed. 

In  your  desire  to  become  acquainted  more  fully  with 'ideas  as 
they  are  expressed  in  a college  atmosphere,  you  render  a distinct 
service  not!  only  to  yourselves  but  to  your  friends  and  children. 

Consciously  or  unconsciously,  you  are  planning  changes  in  your 
lives — changes  which,  if  positive  and  constructive,  will  aid  you  to 
better  adjust  to  the  constantly  active  world  of  ideas,  social,  economic 
and  political. 

That  such  changes  as  educated  men  and  women  contemplate, 
are  necessary,  is  voiced  by  President  Hopkins  of  Dartmouth  college 
in  a terse  statement  to  students  a short  time  ago,  “A  year  ago  I 
spoke  of  change  as  an,  opportunity.  Today  I speak  of  it  as  NEC- 
ESSITY.” 

His  reason  for  so  saying  was  that-  he  felt  that  “men  (and  wo- 
men) who  have  mastered  knowledge,  developed  intelligence,  and 
cultivated  good  will  towards  their  fellows  ....  are  less  effected  by 
adverse  fate  and  by  cumulated  misfortune  than  others,  and,  on  the 
other  hand,  to  them  come  opportunities  for  achievement  and  suc- 
cess in  accomplishment  greater  than  to  others.” 

Some  of  you  who  mingle  with  the  youth  of  today  are  of  another 
generation  which  saw  the  world  perhaps  in  a very  different  light 
from  that  in  which  the  yopth  of  today  see  it. 

Many  of  your  generation  may  think  of  present  day  youth  as 
less  stable,  less  sensible  of  life’s  obligations,  than  the  young- 
sters of  other  days.  That  in  part,  may  be  true,  but  change  today 
is  so  rapid,  and  it  so  quickly  transforms  life  in  its  many  aspects, 
that  you  as  well  as  we  are  faced  with  the  need  of  making  new  ad- 
justments. 

These  adjustments  to  new  life  situations  are  always  easier  for 
the  educated  person  to  make.  This  President  Hopkins  realized,  this 
we  all  should  realize. 

From  another  Eastern  educator  comes  a word  to  the  wise:  “The 
problems  that  are  presented  to  the  people  today  can,  be  solved  only 
by  an  educated  people  if  they  are  to  be  solved  by  the  people  and 

not  by  dictators the  state  is  more  than  ever  dependent  on 

education  to  protect  it  front  outbursts  of  destructive  passion.” 

“Come,  let  us  reason  together,”  is  a criterion  of  good  judgment 
and  of  intelligent  leadership  as  valid  today  as  it  was  three  thousand 
years  ago.  The  world  needs  leaders  who  can  “reason  together,” 
who  can  get  a vision  of  right,  and  who  can  persuade  their  people 
to  “make  it  prevail.” 

Welcome  then,  all  who  participate  in  the  work  of  the  world 
wherein  constructive  change  is  essential  to  a continuance  of  life  and 
whole  happiness  1
